Trying to out-run the po¬ 
lice is never a good idea, espe¬ 
cially when you might acci¬ 
dentally get run over yourself. 

On Oct. 26, at approxi¬ 
mately 10 p.m., a police chase 
ensued on the streets of Dids¬ 
bury, which resulted in a bro¬ 
ken leg for the driver of the 
suspect vehicle. 

An RCMP officer noticed a 
20-year-old male blow a stop 
sign near the Hi-Ho Gas sta¬ 
tion and subsequently tried to 
pull him over for committing a 
traffic offence. 


The police officer was not 
hurt in the incident, although 
he was a little shaken up after¬ 
ward. 

Didsbury RCMP Sergeant 
Ron Platz says that charges 
are pending in this case. 

The name of the suspect 
cannot be released because 
charges are still pending. 

He expects the driver to be 
charged with dangerous driv¬ 
ing and driving with no insur¬ 
ance. 

Platz says that the driver 
of the vehicle was not impaired 
at the time of the accident.

actually still had a lien on it, 
because Catudal did not yet in¬ 
tend to sell. The truck also had 
personal belongings and tools 
inside, as well as Catudal's li¬ 
cence plate and registration. 

Kennedy then arranged to 
sell the truck to another busi¬ 
ness associate, Maury Vogel, 
for $5,100. This would leave 
Kennedy with no profit but 
would allow him to collect $300 
that he was owed by Grundy at 
the time. Vogel went to see the 
truck, and gave Kennedy an 
$800 cash deposit towards pur¬ 
chase of the truck. 

Vogel also had arranged to 
sell the vehicle to another auto 
dealership in Calgary for $6,200, 
but when the truck was checked 
for liens, the bank found that it 
had one. The bank then phoned 
Catudal and Riley, who had been 
frantically trying to locate their 
vehicle, to ask why they were 
selling their truck while it had a 
lien on it. 

This allowed them to find out 
where the truck was and to 
reclaim it. 

The various sales then fell 
apart, with Vogel only getting 
back $4,600 of the $5,100 he had 
put towards the purchase. 

In Grundy's defence, his coun¬ 
sel told the court that the issue 
at hand was whether he had 
consent to take and then sell the 
vehicle. Grundy's lawyer said 
that not once in approximately 
five conversations did Catudal 
or Riley tell Grundy to bring the 
truck back, and that if he were 
planning to scam them, he would 
not have left his vehicle when he 
took their truck for inspection. 
Because of their consent to take 
the truck, Grundy presumed he 
had authority to sell it. 

Judge Delong found Grundy 
guilty of the charge of theft over 
$5,000 because he obtained the 


truck by fraud, but not guilty of 
the charge of forgery. 

Judge Delong said that based 
on the evidence put before him, 
he was satisfied that Grundy 
had indeed wrongfully taken 
Catudal's property and con¬ 
verted it to his own use, and 
that Catudal would have re¬ 
moved his personal effects and 
the truck's topper, which was 
not for sale, had he intended to 
sell the truck at that time. 

For sentencing recommenda¬ 
tions, the Crown referred the 
Judge to a long list of past con¬ 
victions and fines, including 
about 20 other criminal and 


traffic convictions, resulting in 
$1,044 in unpaid fines and 
$5,077 in unpaid restitution. 

"He demonstrates absolutely 
no remorse whatsoever; the only 
thing Mr. Grundy is sorry for is 
that he got caught," the Crown 
said in establishing why Grundy 
should be held in custody until 
sentencing, adding that Grundy 
has in the past given the court a 
false address and that he has no 
fixed land-line telephone. 

Judge Delong ordered 
Grundy detained until sentenc¬ 
ing, which will take place in 
Courtroom 102 Nov. 12, 1999 at 
1:30 p.m. in Calgary.

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Investigation continues into 
Champion Hay Plant fire

The RCMP are treating the 
Champion Hay Plant fire as 
arson. 

Though they are still work¬ 
ing hard trying to piece to¬ 
gether what happened at the 
processing plant on Oct. 15., 
Sergeant Ron Platz says that 
scientific evidence found sug¬ 
gests the blaze may have been 
intended. 

He says that samples have 
been sent to a lab to help de¬ 
termine what actually started 
the fire. 


"It's going to take some time, 
I think,” Constable Don Oltrop 
said. 

In the early morning hours 
of Oct. 15, Didsbury, Sundre 
and Cremona fire departments 
responded to a fire call at the 
hay plant, located west of Dids¬ 
bury. 

They arrived on scene to 
find that two of the large barns 
used to store hay were en¬ 
gulfed in flames. 

The fire continued to burn 
for almost 48 hours. 

People on site found it hard 


to believe that both buildings 
had caught fire, as they were a 
fair distance apart. 

In April of 1989, a similar 
fire occurred at Champion 
Hay, destroying most of the 
plant. 

The manager says that the 
buildings were separated so 
that if another fire occurred, 
it would hopefully only de¬ 
stroy one building. 

Didsbury RCMP are asking 
that if anyone has informa¬ 
tion about the cause of the 
fire, to call them at 335-3382. 


Museum has big fundraising plans

The Didsbury and District 
Historical Society's Annual Gen¬ 
eral Meeting focused on several 
upcoming fundraisers and the 
need to get out of debt.

The auction was very suc¬ 
cessfully organized, with Harry 
Penner getting volunteers and 
donations so that expenses put 
into the auction were nil. 

The Christmas banquet plans 
are ongoing, and discussion at 
the meeting centered around 
verification of the time, which 
will be 6 p.m., and also what to 
do with a quilt donated to the 
society. It was decided that the 
quilt will be auctioned off at the 
banquet. 

Other topics at the meeting 
included possible relocation of 
school plaques and the execu¬ 
tive elections. 

It was mentioned that dur¬ 


ing the Seniors' Games, many 
visitors to the Museum stopped 
to look at the school plaques 
but as they are currently placed 
on the wall in a stairwell, safety 
of the visitors was an issue. It 
was decided that the display 
committee should come up with 
an alternative location for the 
plaques and bring it up at the 
next meeting.

Wage review 
results in raises

The councillors for Mountain View County have given 
themselves a raise. 

At last week's regular council meeting, a motion was 
passed unanimously to increase councillor's per diem rate, 
as well as tacking on a monthly rate to their paycheques. 

In the past, councillors received $134 for each day that 
they attended board, council or committee meetings. This 
number has been increased to $152 per diem. 

Prior to last week, councillors were never given a 
monthly sum, but they will now receive a $330 monthly 
allowance to cover expenses. 

Councillor Gerald Ingeveld said that with these in¬ 
creases, councillors will be bringing in about $1,500 a 
month. 

New Reeve Ian Harvie also got a substantial increase to 
his paycheque, effective Nov. 1. 

Previously, the County Reeve was given $134 per diem 
and $232 for a monthly allowance. 

Last Wednesday, these figures increased to $152 per 
diem and $400 monthly. 

Council says that they normally attend 10 to 12 meetings 
a monthly, when their per diem rate will kick in. 

Council set these increased rates after having a salary 
and wage review conducted by RJ Capell and Associates 
Ltd. 

The study showed that Mountain View County repre¬ 
sentatives were being paid less per diem than the study 
average, and that most other councils received a monthly 
allowance. 

Council says that these increases are is accordance with 
the study average. 

Councillor Pat James feels that this raise in quite 
acceptable. 

"When you look at other boards, councils and commit¬ 
tees, they're well above this. I don't think it's out of line," 
said James. 

"As contradictory as it may seem to some of our ratepay¬ 
ers, I think it's appropriate to the costs of everything else 
going up. I don't think this is out of line at all." 

Councillor Dave Derksen agrees, saying that he always 
seems to have his councillor hat on. 

"No matter where you go in the Mountain View locale, 
you are still in touch with constituents," said Derksen. 

"I know we're doing this for the public good. I don't think 
we're getting overpaid." 


County dog control by-law granted third reading

Changes to by-law 

A number of changes were 
made to County By-law 42/99 - 
the Dog Control By-law, before 
it was granted third reading at 
last Wednesday's council meet¬ 
ing. 

Most of the changes were 
made to the wording of some of 
the clauses. 

A clause was added that dogs 
used for herding livestock, that 
are off the property performing 
this duty, shall not be consid¬ 
ered running at large. 

Also, complaints about dogs 
shall be made to the County 
Patrol Officer or Senior Admin¬ 
istration for Mountain View 
County, and not to the appointed 
Animal Control Officer, when 
this by-law is implemented. 

Some of the offence fines also 
went up, at council's request. 
There is a $75 fine for a dog 
running at large; a $200 fine for 
unauthorized removal of a dog 
from the poundkeeper; and a 
$200 fine for a restricted/ vi¬ 
cious dog running at large. 

Councillor Ben Penner rec¬ 
ommended that this by-law be 


granted third reading. This 
motion was carried. 


Tax exemption denied 

Mountain View County has 
denied a request from the Car- 
stairs Community Golf Club for 
tax exemption. 

Councillors felt that there 
was similar competition in the 
area, with golf clubs and restau¬ 
rants. 

Another reasoning for their 
denial is that 71% of the mem¬ 
bership for the club is from out¬ 
side of the county. 

'We feel there is a lot of out¬ 
side members participating in 
the Carstairs Golf Club," said 
County Commissioner Harold 
Johnsrude. 

Other county organizations 
were granted tax exemptions by 
council, including the Moun¬ 
tain View Marksman Associa¬ 
tion, the Olds Trap and Skeet 
Club, the Carstairs and District 
Gun and Archery Club and the 
Foothills Curling Association. 


Neighbours' Day 

The Sundre Petroleun Op¬ 
erators Group (SPOG) is plan¬ 
ning a Neighbours' Day celebra¬ 


tion for Nov. 2 and has asked 
the county to make a contribu¬ 
tion towards it. 

The suggested amount from 
SPOG was $500, but the county 
will be giving $200 instead. 

Premier Ralph Klein will be 
in attendance at the celebra¬ 
tion, along with presidents of 
many of the gas plants in our 
area. 

Council wanted to make sure 
that SPOG felt their support, 
but felt that $500 was too much 
to give. 

'We appreciate the efforts of 
SPOG," said Councillor Pat 
James. 

"Our support should be in 
this direction instead of making 
points with the premier." 

Councillor Diane Davies was 
opposed to giving the money to 
the celebration. 

"I can't support this," she said. 
"I don't think that just putting 
our name on a piece of paper will 
get us much recognition." 


Stop orders issued 

County issued a number of 
stop work orders at their last 
meeting. 

One was administered to the 


Mountain View Sports and 
Handicap Society, who built a 
lake on their property without a 
permit. 

Another was given to the 
Kindred Spirits liquor store in 
Water Valley. In the past a per¬ 
mit was issued to build an out¬ 
side storage unit, but they first 
had to remove some piles of 
lumber in the area. The busi¬ 
ness has yet to comply with that 
request so the council granted a 
stop order. 


Appoi n tments 

Shirley Sholtz was appointed 
to be the FCSS representative 
for the Didsbury and Carstairs 
area. This recommendation was 
made by Councillor Dave 
Derksen. 

Reeve Ian Harvie recom¬ 
mended that Jurgen Sadlowski 
be appointed the Fire Warden 
for the Bergen area. 

The appointment for the Fire 
Warden for the Bear berry area 
has been recessed to another 
date. 


Regional coordinator 
considered 

The county is considering 


hiring a coordinator to handle 
the affairs of the Mountain View 
Regional Solid Waste Author¬ 
ity. 

Assistant Commissioner 
Tony Martens says that cur¬ 
rently there are six people work¬ 
ing on their own and that there 
could be a more effective way to 
do this job. 

"They just don't work as a 
team," Martens said. 

"Right now I'm sure it's a 
duplication of efforts." 

Martens feels that it is better 
to have one person supervising 
the efforts being made concern¬ 
ing getting the best price for 
recyclables, transportation or 
disposal costs. 


Fire Department of the

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How our taxes were spent

I was shocked to learn of the 
staggering waste revealed this 
week in the public accounts for 
1998-1999. 

Once again the government's 
books showed an increase in tax 
revenues from last year, as well 
as a list of wild, wacky and 
wasteful expenditures. 

Every year since the Liberals 
took office, tax revenues have 
gone up. This year, the Liberals 
will receive $147 billion, up $2 
billion from last year. It's per¬ 
fectly clear that this Liberal 
government loves to tax the life 
out of Canadians. 

The financial statements in¬ 
dicate that the government could 
be on the hook for $200 billion 
in Aboriginal land claims. Last 
year, the number was $2.7 bil¬ 
lion, an increase of one-hun¬ 
dred fold.

•Lost and stolen cell phones 
and pagers: $19,256. 

•Loss of prisoner's personal 
belongings and inmate money: 
$4, 919. 

•Deunages in 28 prison riots: 
$167,755. 

•Damages in 49 fires set 
within prisons: $21,798. 

• Damages in 285 incidents of 
vandalism within prisons: 


$38,910. 

•Missing night vision gog¬ 
gles (7 pairs): $35,000. 

•Spoiled DND rations: 
$73,000. 

•Stolen combat clothing: 
$414,092. 

•Loss of sheep while under 
quarantine: $19,500 

This government talks about 
giving tax relief for Canadians, 
but it's always the taxpayer who 
is forced to pay for waste and 
mismanagement. It's time for 
the lack of accountability and 
utter corruption of our tax dol¬ 
lars to stop.

Remembering Elaine... 

Elaine Grace Wilson 1956-1999 


Dear Editor, 

Just under three years ago, 
The Didsbury Review said good¬ 
bye to editor Elaine Wilson. This 
weekend, friends and family 
gathered solemnly to say good¬ 
bye to Elaine forever. The past 
couple of years were tough for 
Elaine. No one understood why, 
but she battled her own private 
demons - demons that finally 
came and took her away from us, 
from our community and from 
her family. Although her memo¬ 
rial services, held in Crossfield 
on Sunday afternoon, was a diffi¬ 
cult and sad time, it was also a 
time to remember all of the effort 
she put into life when she was 
well. Many know how Elaine 
loved words, the power of a care¬ 
fully chosen word to tell a story 
and to touch people's lives. She 
started as a junior reporter at the 
Didsbury Review in the mid-90s 
and each day her skill grew. It 
was a couple of years later that 
she was appointed editor and 
threw herself into learning, un¬ 
derstanding, and communicating 
what's current in the community 
of Didsbury. Elaine could have 
been called a workaholic, but as 
her friends prefer to remember, 
she went to every event, every 


meeting, and met with everyone 
because she wanted everyone to 
feel equally important and cher¬ 
ished as members of this small 
town. As the nine months of 
Elaine's editorship passed, one 
could see that she saw the power 
in words and understood the 
importance of what she put in 
the newspaper and how it af¬ 
fected community life. She rev¬ 
elled in it. It is truly sad that the 
very power of communication 
and the use of words escaped her 
as she withdrew into the dark¬ 
ness of depression. But that is 
not what we should remember, 
it is the passion for everything 
she did, we need to remember. 

Elaine was a member of a band 
up until she left the Review. It was 
the culmination of years of her 
love of music and her incredible 
talent to hear a tune and pick up 
her guitar to keep that sound alive. 

During her memorial service 
Muriel Nesom spoke about 
Elaine's passion for people. This 
was so true, as a friend who was 
more than 20 years younger than 
she, Elaine always had a ear to 
listen and seemed to understand 
where I was coming from. Con¬ 
versation among friends indi¬ 
cates that this worked both ways. 


Elaine loved people, and people 
in return loved her. Elaine also 
had a passion for justice. I re¬ 
member one occasion when she 
somehow sensed that a verbal 
attack on a friend was about to 
occur, and she instinctively and 
quietly turned on a tape recorder. 
She did this not in an attempt to 
hurt anyone's career or charac¬ 
ter in playing the tape back, but 
rather to assure that the situa¬ 
tion would be dealt with justly if 
it ever came into question. In 
fact, Elaine never let any of us 
ever hear the tape again, nor 
would she disclose its location, it 
was only a safeguard for a friend 
in case it was ever needed. 

Anyone who ever dealt with 
Elaine through the newspaper 
knew that she also had a passion 
for the human spirit. She truly 
wanted to know all the details 
and the truths behind every soul. 

As members of the congrega¬ 
tion said good-bye to Elaine, we 
all seemed to understand that 
her bright soul, her character 
and her memories are still among 
us and will remain something 
that the darkness could never 
take away.

Open house for discus¬ 
sion of new RCMP 
building 

Didsbury and area resi¬ 
dents will have an opportu¬ 
nity to find out all about the 
plans for the new RCMP 
building at an open house to 
be held Nov. 6 from 10 a.m.

Evan Parliament, other 
Town Council members, and

"We encourage all people to come out," Parliament said, 
adding that coffee and doughnuts will be served, and that 
people will have a chance to talk to the town officials and 
RCMP officers about any concerns or questions they may 
have.

Council has passed the first reading, and has 
frozen the borrowing bylaw until the open house takes place.

Parliament says that a project of this type could benefit both Didsburys by promoting 
tourism, allowing residents to travel cost effectively, and by providing a cultural avenue where 
travellers would be able to experience the other culture as guests rather than tourists. 

Anyone who wants to act as a host should register with Town Office, giving some details 
about the home such as the presence of children or pets. A few guidelines that have been set 
are a maximum stay of five days and meals not necessarily provided, although they can be 
offered at the host family's discretion. 

"I know that Didsbury has a lot of warm, hospitable people," Parliament said, adding that 
this arrangement would make travelling a little more convenient for people by providing them 
with up to five days of free accommodation. 

Parliament hopes that by next summer, Town Office will have a sizeable list of families here 
who would like to be hosts, so that should any residents of Didsbury, England wish to come 
here, a suitable host could be arranged for them.

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Focus on 


the Family 

James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: We've all become aware of the AIDS epidemic, 
but I recently heard that a college friend of mine who used to sleep 
around has been diagnosed with something call HPV. I'm not 
exactly sure what it is, but it sounded serious. Are you familiar 
with this disease? 

I)R. DOBSON: Yes, I am - and I'm afraid it's very serious. 
You've heard that HIV is deadly because it leads to AIDS, but the 
human papilloma virus (HPV) causes far more deaths among 
women in the United States each year. Thousands of American 
women die from it every year. It causes genital warts, and in some 
patients, leads to cancer of the cervix. In fact, it is estimated that 
90 percent of cervical cancer cases are caused by HPV, and the 
virus itself cannot be eradicated once it is in the system. 

A medical investigation of this virus was conducted at the 
University of California at Berkeley in 1992. Averaging 21 years 
of age, all the young women coming to the campus health center 
for routine gynecological examinations for one year were tested 
for HPV. Would you believe that 47 percent of these female 
students were found to carry this virus? Every one of them will 
suffer painful symptoms for the rest of her life, and some will die 
of cervical and uterine cancer. 

The most disturbing news is that HPV can be transmitted 
while the male is wearing a condom. The virus lurks around the 
portion of the genitalia that is not covered by the condom. 

This is one of the reasons some of us object strenuously to the 
campaign to get young people to have "protected sex.” It gives 
them a false sense of security. There is no such thing as safe sex 
when it occurs promiscuously and outside the marital relation¬ 
ship. Abstinence before marriage is the only safe way to go. 

** •* ** 

QUESTION: You obviously have a great empathy for kids 
who are in the junior-high years — especially those who are 
rejected and ridiculed by their peers. Have you always felt that 
way about that age group, which many adults don't like to be 
around? 

DR. DOBSON: My concern for early adolescents dates back 
to the years I spent teaching in junior high school. I was only 25 
years old at the time, and I fell in love with 250 science and math 
students. The day I left to accept other responsibilities, I fought 
back the tears. Some of the kids were hurting badly, and I 
developed a keen sensitivity to their plight. Let me illustrate how 
I saw them. 

Years later, I was sitting in my car at a fast-food restaurant, 
eating a hamburger and french fries. Then I happened to look in 
the rearview mirror. There I saw the most pitiful, scrawny, dirty 
little kitten on a ledge behind my car. I was so touched by how 
hungry it looked that I got out, tore off a piece of my hamburger 
and tossed it to the kitten. But before this kitten could reach it, 
a huge gray tomcat sprang out of the bushes, grabbed the morsel 
and gobbled it down. I felt sorry for the kitten, who turned and 
ran back into the shadows, still hungry and frightened. 

I was immediately reminded of those kids I used to teach. They 
were just as needy, just as deprived, just as lost as that little 
kitten. It wasn't food that they required; it was love and attention 
and respect that they needed, and they were desperate for it. And 
just when they opened up and revealed the pain inside, one of the 
more popular kids would abuse and ridicule them, sending them 
scurrying back into the shadows, frightened and alone. 

We, as adults, must never forget the pain of trying to grow up 
and of the competitive world in which many adolescents live 
today. Taking a moment to listen, to care, and to direct such a 
youngster may be the best investment of a lifetime. 
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Religious communities 


What do religious communi¬ 
ties offer? It is a question that 
can sometimes 
be the subject 
of much de¬ 
bate. 

Some people 
say that the 
skills of the in¬ 
dividuals that 
live in the com¬ 
munity might 
be better used 
if the individu¬ 
als were work¬ 
ing in a wider 
society, as 
teachers or 
nurses or counsellors. Others 
say that these communities dem¬ 
onstrate the ideal Christian 
group as the people living in 
community can concentrate on 
prayer, worship, bible reading 
and sharing Christian love as 
an example to each other and as 
an example for wider society. 

In Alberta, there are a 
number of communities and sev¬ 
eral denominations involved. 
This is not just one form of 
Christian expression from one 
denomination. 

Many of these religious com¬ 
munities aim to serve the public 
by providing places where indi¬ 
viduals and church groups can 
go away "on retreat". To go on 
retreat is not retreating from 
the "real world" in any perma¬ 
nent sense but rather it is an 
opportunity to follow Jesus' ex¬ 
ample and spend time slowing 
down and focusing on religious 
faith, on prayer, on communi¬ 
cating with God; and if people so 
desire on receiving wisdom from 
leaders, as well as prayer and 
sometimes extra sleep and exer¬ 
cise. 

Ministers and clergy of sev¬ 
eral denominations do this quite 
regularly, and many denomina¬ 
tions prescribe a few days away 
each year for their ordained lead¬ 
ership. It gives them an oppor¬ 
tunity to take a look at their 
ministiy and to re align their 


thoughts with a renewed and 
re-energized Christian focus. 

Often, individuals 
can benefit. There can 
be innumerable rea¬ 
sons why an individual 
might want to go away 
for a few days. Per¬ 
haps after a loss of a 
close family member, 
or loss of something 
important including a 
career change. Per¬ 
haps to seek solace and 
comfort after a trauma, 
a period of major ill¬ 
ness, or marriage diffi¬ 
culties. Sometimes peo¬ 
ple are contemplating an in¬ 
creased Christian commitment 
or increased vocational service. 
In these and many other situa¬ 
tions people go away and are 
pleased that they had time away 
from telephones, visitors, and 
time to think. Often some new 
insights refresh them and hope¬ 
fully these new perspectives are 
God communicating directly to 
the person. 

Pam and I recently visited 
one such retreat and conference 
centre in England. Known as 
Lee Abbey it is in fact no such 


thing! Rather it is an interna¬ 
tional and ecumenical commu¬ 
nity of about eighty which in¬ 
cludes many young people from 
all over the world. While it is 
part of the International Angli¬ 
can Communion many that at¬ 
tend come form other parts of 
the world and from a variety of 
denominations including Bap¬ 
tist and Roman Catholic. Speak¬ 
ers and seminar leaders are ar¬ 
ranged virtually every week and 
for shorter weekend conferences 
year-round, and approximately 
7,000 guests attend each year. 
Some attend to benefit from the 
speaker; and some from the ecu¬ 
menical and varied forms of 
worship, but others simply need 
a time of spiritual renewal and 
refreshment. This particular 
centre is located in a beautiful 
part of North Devon on the 
coast and close to Exmoor Na¬ 
tional Park. 

All of the western Provinces 
have places that serve some¬ 
what similar purposes, so if you 
need to get away from things 
why not consider a retreat? 

For the names of retreat cen¬ 
tres and more information why 
not ask your minister or pastor.

Who’s managing whom 
in the cow cycle?

Over the last few years 
we hopefully have seen the 
bottom of the cow cycle 
(with respect to calf prices). 
We are hearing expected 
price increases for calves 
over last year and even the 
optimists are talking about 
good prices for 2-3 years, 
maybe longer. But what 
can we do to manage this 
upturn in prices? 

One of the first strate¬ 
gies for surviving and pros¬ 
pering in the cow calf busi¬ 
ness is to control and know 
your costs. One that is eas¬ 
ily controlled is the cow 
cost. If we purchased that 
$2,000 pair and we could 
sell the calf in the fall for 
$800, we have invested 
$1,200 in the productive 
asset. From some of our 
economic research work 
we have found that it costs 
$400-$600 a year to main¬ 
tain, leaving us $200 to 
repay the bank loan that 
we used to either buy her 
or consider that as a re¬ 
turn on investment. 
($1,200 at 6% for five years 
is a payment of about 
$280.) 

So what can we do to get 
prepared for the lean years 
in the cow business (and 
there will be lean years)? 
One strategy is to look at 
our herd today; how old is 


the herd? Should we be 
culling a little harder now 
that prices are good and 
maybe replacing them 
when the market goes 
softer? I know many cow 
calf managers prefer to re¬ 
tain their own breeding 
stock but it is an option. 

The other option is to 
reduce the size of the base 
herd. This provides the 
opportunity to freshen up 
the herd, drop older cows 
out of the herd yet still 
keep the same relative gross 
income. Some side benefits 
of reduced herds are we 
could spend more time with 
the herd, catch up those 
late calvers (or dispose of 
them), save/rejuvenate 
some of our forage stands 
by either taking them out 
of production or reducing 
the stocking rates. 

Another option is to 
keep the size of the herd 
the same, and use the ex¬ 
tra cash to retire current 
debt rather than relying 
on the cash flow of current 
prices to carry the debt 
payments for a new debt 
load. Often we see an in¬ 
crease in capital expenses 
in times of extra cash flow, 
rather than being based on 
long term repayment or 
return to that asset. By 
reducing your debt today 


you will save money in in¬ 
terest paid but also free up 
some financial breathing 
room so that when the lean 
years arrive, we can man¬ 
age our payments and obli¬ 
gations with more ease. 

Another option that ex¬ 
ists is to put it away for a 
rainy day. Either through 
a savings account, GIC, 
RRSP, or NISA account. 
Build your own little farm 
income disaster fund. I 
know it's hard to have any 
to put away especially after 
Revenue Canada wants 
their share but it is an 
option.
